Whenever I go back to 
visit my folks, i understand why i left it in the first place.

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In preparing to write this piece, my first reaction was one of anxiety. How could | write a 
decent essay on anarchy or anarchist theory when my knowledge was extremely limited. | realized, 
however , that this reaction was conditioned by almost ten year's of post-secondary education. | had 
never actually written an essay, especially one for publishing, which | hadn't neurotically 
prepared for at least for a couple of weeks. But as an anarchist, one of the first things | need to do 
is to move away from this type of conditioning. I've read a fair ammount of theory and | subscribe 
to several anarchist journals, but this ts not the most important thing. The most impor tant thing 
to me is that | have been an anarchist without realizing it for some time. A big chunk of my 
anarchy {s intuitive. This essay will, therefore, also be largely intuitive but also draw on some of 
the ideas that have most profoundly influenced my thinking. It will essentially be a stream of 
consciousness essay, but one that is structured by too much academic training. 

Before | dive into theory, or whatever , | want to talk a little bit about what | mean about 
intuitive anarchy. Throughout my college years (since 1982) | have been active in the so called 
“progressive student movement.” | realised that U.S. foriegn policy was wrong and | wanted to 
work to change it. My primary concerns were with Central America and Southern Africa. During 
this entire period | considered mysalf a socialist. | admired people like Daniel Ortega, Samora 
Machel, Robert Mugabe, and Jullus Nyerere ( and | still do in some ways). | became involved with 
several different socialist/communist groups because on a surface level | agreed with the bulk of 
the things that they were saying. But | could never finde group that | was wholly comfortable with. 
They always reminded me of born again religious people. There was just too much orthodoxy and 
people were always telling me what | should think. | don’t want to rag on any of these groups, or 
even mention them by name because | realise now that this would only feed the devisiveness that 
Capitalists love so much. We sit around end nit pick, argue, and criticise eachother while they get 
fat. I'm through with that. |'m out to take the wind out of their sales and hope that in the future all 
the people who feel the same way can make a more concerted effort to do just that. Anyway, | don't 
believe in government, but | would rather be an anarchist under the Sandanistas than one under 
the U.S. psuedo democracy any day of the week. If | have to have a government, then | at least want 
one that will provide people with basic human services (health care, food, shelter, etc.). | believe 
that people could provide these things to themselves better without a government, but I'm getting 
ahead of myself here. 

The thing Is, | Just realized that | want to pick up on this basic human services thing, 
because | just realized something pretty important, although nothing earth shattering. It occurs to 
me that anarchists have @ better chance in the U.S. now than at any other time in history. Not to 
recruit people of course, but to hip people to whats going on. | think that the government of the 
U.S. has really shot itself in the foot by destroying its own economy ( including the environment 
and all of our (the world's) best non-renewable resources) and then turning around and cutting 
human services out of the budget altogether , just when more and more people are suddenly needing 
them. The reason being, is that there are now increasingly more people who have absolutely no 
stake In government whatsoever. They have been squeezed out of slave wage labor , as the economy 
hes shrunk and they have been denied general assistance, unemployment benefits, housing, and 
health care. Under these conditions anarchy should thrive, people can begin to provide these 
services for themselves, 

Two glaring examples of cases where this is already happening ere New York city and 
Detroit Michigan. To follow what's going on in these two cities check out the Shadow and Fifth 
Estate respectively. Basically, both of these cities are experiencing fiscal crises of epic 
proportions, which are being felt by the poor , but certainly not Lee lacoca, Robert Smith, or any 
of those scum bags down on Wall Street. It is interesting that both these cities have Democratic 
Mayors, and in the case of Dinkins one who has labeled himself a socialist. So much for any hopes 
that the Democrats are going to do anything different than the Republicans. But the people in New 
York and Detroit don't need a socialist government to solve their problems either. Take the case of 
Detroit. Late last year, Michigan's Govenor Engler cut genral assistence leaving 85,000 homeless, 
the majority of them in Detroit. Within days these people had begun to take over and renovate 
abandoned housing projects, chasing out crack dealers in the process. The Pigs put an end to this in 
short order , of course. No government, socialist, communist, capitalist, etc., wants its legitimacy 
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underm ined by individuals and communities taking the initiative to solve their own problems. 
Never theless, this example illustrates how a community (even one that has essentially been 
destroyed by the auto industry) can solve its own problems and provide for its own needs. 

Where does this lead us? One book that has some answers is Colin Ward's Anarchy in 
Action. What Ward essentially points out in this book is that most people have become so dependent 
on government, including the police force, to solve their problems. This book is highly recomended 
by me. Its readable and makes some very simple but important points. One of my favorites 
concerns resources and wealth. Ward explains that by appointing itself with the monopoly right to 
mint money, that government is in the position to control all resources and all transactions, and 
also to steal from (less fortunate) people through taxation. However , he continiues that money is, 
therefore, not true wealth, and once the legitimacy of government is undermined it ceases to be of 
any value whatsoever. What people in places like New York and Detroit are finding out, is that as 
government fails altogether to solve community problems that communities are going to have to 
start solving these problems for themselves and they are going to have to do it without money. 

So what can be done? Love and Rage advocates a general boycott of the ballot. That's not a 
bad idea, but it doesn't seem very anarchist to me. How would you organize such a boycott without 
central offices, etc. | suppose it could be done, but it sounds like something the RCP would organise 
to me. To call for a general boycott puts those calling the boycott in the position of being a vanguard 
group. Its always these bourgieouse groups that go to people who are homeless or disenfranchised 
in some way and tell them that the way out of their problems is to have a revolution or to boycott 
the vote, whatever. These people nead housing. So if you are hip to squatting laws, get the 
information to them. They need food. How can they get it? There are lots of ways: food pantries, 
dumpster diving, theft. The last of these options is not too attractive for obvious reasons, but if the 
government is taking away food stamps, then people have to do something. With the economy as it 
is, they're obviously not going to be able to engage in slave wage labor , even if they want to. So 
people who want to fuck up the system, do it however you can. Just a3 importantly, get information 
out there. Situationalist theatre is useful, especially if it engages people. Start a situationalist 
theatre group; get some ideas together ; and get down to the poles. Get people thinkeng. Such an 
approach is much better than some condescending pamphlet drive or rallying with party slogans. 
People should be able to think for themselves. Try something new. Do something that allows people

Jello Biafra's spoken word’ tour

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I had the chance to catch Jello Biafra's spoken word tour, 
I Blow Minds for a Living, twice. First in Cleveland at John 
Carroll University on October 28th and then again in Boston at 
Boston University on Noverder 16th. I've been a supporter of 
Jello since the DEAD KENNEDYS started up in the late seventies/ 
early eighties and have considered him one of the biggest influ- 
ences in my life. I never got to see the DK's, but I was really 
excited to see Jello in this three and a half hour spoken word 
performance that combines politics, poetry, comedy, and social 
commentary. Three and a half hours is a long time to sit through 
anything, but I managed it twice and enjoyed it twice. 

Jello covered a whole slew of topics. The first half of 
the show was dominated by his comments on recent events in the 
Persian Gulf ("..:the only war with its own logo before it started.") 
and a very funny part called New Band Names where Jello tosses 
out names for new bands (Earth Fart, Mondale, Imperial Turd Sickles) 

After a 30 minute intermission, Jello came back on stage 
@ bit more relaxed and added more ad-libs. Censorship was the 
main topic of conversation and Jello drew from his many expereinces 
of being censored including the celebrated case of the DK's “Fraken- 
christ" LP and more recent problems such as the requirement 6f 
having to sho@ ID to..purthasé-his LP "Lest. Scream of the Missing 
Neighbors" with DOA in the Camelot Recoré chain store in Ohio 
even though the recording does not contain any of the seven words 
deemed inappropriate by the PMRC. I thought that the connection 
between government and richt wing groups. such as Focus on the 
Family (James Baker:’’s wife is on the board of directors and is 
co-founder of the PMRC) wes informative end interesting. 

The last part of the evening, insteed of accepting questions 
from the audience, Jello esked us one question: What do we do 
now? Different audience -smbers got up énd espoused their own 
personal views from Maoi to anarchists to libertarians to 
liberals. It was a great way to end the verformance--to let 
us think and debate €or ourselves. Jello merely listened and 
provided some insights inzo what others were talking about. 


Jello's performance was excellent overall. I always like 
when I can feel I am being entertained, yet at the same time 

t am learning a whole hell of a lot. The amount of information 
ello gave out these two evenings was incredible. Stuff I never 
“knew about which is never reported in the mainstream media! 

The only complaint I had wes that although Jello provided a lot 
of fun facts, he didn't reaily back them up with solid evidence. 
Not that I don't believe hin, but it would make his views and 
opinions a bit more credible. Though he did say at one point 
that just as the media should be treated ‘as a crooked doctor 

and we should always get a second opinion, so should he be treated 
as such. I guess it's up to us to find out what is really going 
on and forget about finding the "facts" in Newsweek or Time, 
There are lots of sources out there that we only need to utilize 
and learn from. Jello provided us with a hint of what's going 
on. It's up to us to take i: from there.

“Are you a real skinhead?" No, I'm a fucking cancer patient! 


This question was asked by a man in a queer bar who nervously 
approached me as I was talking with a friend. My response at 
the time was merely a polite "yes" and a quick turn away. (I 
was too busy talking to give this guy any more.) Of course, 

the “correct” response would be to ask what he meant by "real". 
Again at the heart fo this question is the belief, as outlined 
above, that anyone in a “gay" bar who looks like a skinhead is 

a “fake"; he's only that way because of a sexual image he wishes 
to portray that particular evening. Wrong. I don't think skin- 
heads as a group are particularly sexy, so why should I adopt 


that image as a sexual one for myself. I like the way I look, 
but I do not consider it sexy by any means! 

"Did you come here to look for your next victim?" I'm not 
making this up. Someone actually asked me this question in a 
queer bar and I'm pretty sure he was serious! There's two things 
I want to address here. First, there's an underlying assumption 
that all skinheads are homophobic and racist. (The man who asked 
me this question happened to be African-American.) Not true. 

But if you believe everything you read and hear in the mass media, 
then skinhead=nazi. Second is the assumption, again, that to 

be a skinhead or to even look like one automatically means that 
you prefer women for sexual partners and you have no reason to 

be in a queer bar unless you were there to start trouble.

It identifies sexual habits and attitudes. There's more to looking 
a certain way than just practicality or personal preference. 

This is unfortunate and really pisses me off. I like to borrow 
an old phrase from the “gay” movement and throw it back in their 
faces...1 am what I am. I'm not “trying" to be a certain way. 
This is me and if you don't like it go fuck yourself. 


These are just a few of the statementsand questions I get 

all the time from gay identified people. They're annoying, yes. 

They're stupid, yes. They're assumptions based on ignorance, 

most definitely! Underneath it all is the belief that anyone 

who looks like a skinhead can't possibly like men sexually or else 

they are just doing it for the sexual thrill of it; trying to 

create that all important image that pervades the “gay community". 
~ I can only speak for myself and say that i choose to look this 
way because I think it fits me--my musical preferences, my attitude 
on life, my belief that I think 1 look good this way! I just 
so happen to like to sleep with other men. But that is secondary. 
I don't use the way I look as a sexual image and I get annoyed 
when people think I do. Listen up all you who call yourselves 
"gay" or whatever, I am one skinhead who likes to do sexy things 
with other men, I am not a gay man who likes to look like a skin-
